| STATUS OF THE GREENBACK. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2 —[Special.]~The 
fact that the legal-tender case was submitted 
in the United States Supreme Court today with- 
out argument is believed by some of the promi 
nent lawyers to indicate that it will never be 
decided upon its merits. It is said that there 
is an indisposition on the part of the court to 
pass upon the question, and that there are some 
defects in the pleadings, which, if the court is 
so disposed, will make it possible to avoid 
meeting the issue.

there has been no fire on board either of the 
boats for the last two months.

FIRE-INSURANCE. 
_ THE STANDARD OF LONDON. 
New York, Jan, 2.— [Special. I— Tho reinsu 

ance of the American business of the Standard 
Fire-Insurance Company of London in the 
Irving Fire-Insurance Company of this 
city, reported .Thursday last, has fallen 
through. It appears that the reinsur- 
ance contract called for the payment of 
a certain amount of cash | to the Irving. 
This the Standard was unable or unwilling to 
do otheawise than by a draft upon its deposils 
with the State insurance Department. Super- 
intendent McCall would not consent to the 
withdrawal or transfer of the deposits, and, as 
the Irving was not in a position to 
assume the liabilities until the deposits would 
be released, the reinsyrance project had to be 
abandoned. Arrangements, (however, were 
made today under which the Phenix Insurance 
Company of Brooklyn has assumed all the out- 
standing risks of the Standard. The Phenix, 
having a large surplus, is able to carry the 
risks and meet the liabilities until such time as 
the Standard will be in a position to retire from 
the American underwriting field iu good order. 
Under the arrangement with the Phenix all the 
policyholders of the Standard are abundantly 
protected, but, had the contract with the Ir- 
ving been earried out, the protection vouch- 
safed would depend upon the acceptance or re- 
jection by the Irving ot each individual risk as 
presented on schedule lists. 


SELF-DESTRUCTION. 

SUICIDE OF A YOUNG SALESMAN, 
New Tonk, Jan. 
Gerdes Butson, 28 years old, who was em- 
ployed as a salesman by a wholesale dealer in 
perfumery and barbers’ supplies in Maiden 
Lane, committed suicide early this morning by 
cutting his throat with a razor. He was the 
only son of his widowed mother, Mrs. Lavinia 
Butson, and lived with her at No. 246 East 
Thirty-fourth street.

HILLSsnono, III., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—The 
Emma Bond trial opeued this morning at about 
10 o' clock. At 10:30 the jurors were brought 
in, and Judge Phillips gave them thetr in- 
structions. . The court-vroom was crowded, and 
the closest attention was given by jury and 


audience to the reading of the instructions. 


The jury was then given a copy of the indict- 
ment, and with their instructions retired to 
the jury-room, 


At s o’clock tonight court again convened to- 


receive the verdict of the jury in case they had 
reached one. A large crowd filled the court- 
room long before the opening bour in expecta- 
tion of hearing the verdict. Atatew minutes 
before 8 o’clock Judge Phillips made his ap- 
pearance and opened court, Betore receiving 
the jury the Judge cautioned the spectators 
that no demonstrations of approval or disap- 
proval would be allowed. The names of the 


jurors were then culled by the Clerk and they 


all answered to their names. 
| THE VERDICT. 5 

Judge Phillips then ordered the defendants 
to stand up. He read the verdict, which was as 
follows: | | 

We, the jury, find the defendants not guilty as 
herein charged. 

The Judge then said: “Gentlemen, fs this 
your verdict?" And they all signified it, was. 
The jury and the defendants were then ordered 
to be discharged. On the first two ballots the 
jury stood five for convietion and seven for 
acquittal. 

The verdict is received with great surprise 
and dissatisfaction: bere tonight. It has not 
removed the gimost universal belief that the 
defendants are guilty, but there are no demon- 
strations of violence.

FEARS OF LYNCHING. 

It was rumored during the early part of the 
night that a mob had left Litchfield, a neigh- 
boring town, for the purpose of lynching. 
Crowds seem to be gathering, and the Sheriff 
has the defendants now in the court house for 
protection. 


At 4 o'clock this morning the crowd had dis- 


persed, 

[Emma Bond, daughter of Abner D. Bond, a re- 
spected farmer in Christian County, was employed 
us teacher in the Montgomery school, standing in 
the midst of a little settlement near Grove City, a 
Small town eight miles from Taylorville, III. June 
20, 1882, Miss Bond had been at the house of Mrs. 
Pettis, about 200 yards distant from the school, and 
had been playing the piano and singing. At à p. m. 
she returned to the school to give a lesson 
to the only pupil the had that day, 
Charley Masters. The lesson was finished at 
about 3:30, und the little boy was sent home. 
Miss Bond started to follow bim, and had 
reached the door and had her hand on the knob, 
when she heard a noise in the loft over the school- 
room. She paused to listen, and as she did so a 
man dropped from the scuttle-hole which opened 
into the loft, rushed up behind her before she had 
a chance see him so as to identify him, and, g 
ing her by the throat, choked her until she became 
unconscious, or partiy 60. At this point her as- 
sallant was reénforeed by one or more companions, 
the victim's shawl was tied around her body, 
a chair was, placed under the scuttle- hole, 
and she was drawn up into the loft. Here she 
was blindfolded. and partly recovered her con- 
sciousness. She begged her assailants to kill her 
rather than disgrace her. One of the villains re- 
marked that that could be done easily enough, and, 
drawing a knife, he cut two gashes in the side of 
her neck, using his left hand in making the cuts. 
Then sbe was outraged. From (to 8 o’clock she 
was unconscious, being under the infinence of 
chloroform, which had been administered soon 
after she was aut. She recovered consciousness at 
intervals, and always found herself in the grasp of 
one of the villains. At 8 o'clock they left her, and 
she remained in the loft until 12, when she recov- 
ered sufficiently to be able todrop from the loft, 
and made her way into the open air. She stag- 
gered and crawled to the house of Mrs. Pettis, 
where she told her story,and Lee A. Pettis and 
Emanuel Clementi, the latter employed as 
a farm hand, took the suffering girl to 
her home, where she arrived at 2 o'clock. 

John C. Montgomery, William J. Montgomery, 
Lee A. Pettis, and Emanuel Clementi were arrest- 
ed, and facts and incidents began to appear which 
seemed to be convincing to the people that they 
were guilty. The four men were taken to the jail 
at Taylorville. Dr. Vermillion, of Mount Vernon, 
was accused of purloining from a store at Grove 
City the chloroform that had been administered to 
Miss Bond and of assisting in administering it, and 
he, too, was arrested. Aug. 8. 1882, the preliminary 
examination began at Taylorville, and the town was 
thronged with people from all parts of the county, 
as well as from adjoining counties. trial lasted 
four days, the prosecution showing a decidedly 
weak case, although it was claimed that there 
was fully enough evidence to convict the 
prisoners, It was charged at the time 
the prosecution was very badiy managed. 
The prisoners, except W. J. Montgomery and Dr. 
Vermillion, were held in the sum of $4,000 each to 
await the action of the grand jury. Threats to 
lynch the prisoners were made as soon as the re- 
sult was announced, and they were taken back to 
jail for safekeeping. Soon after dark a mob of 
about 300 persons assaulted the jail, broke down 
the doors, and dragged John C. Montgomery and 
Lee Pettis out with ropes around their necks. 
They were hauled up to the branch of a tree, while 
the crowd howled and yelled- for vengeance. They 
would undoubdtedly have been hanged, had not some 
one suggested that a chance be given to them 
to confess. This suggestion was heeded, and both 
men emphatically declared their innocence. At 
this juncture Abner D. Bond, the father of Miss 
Bond, appeared, and it was through his interven- 


tion that the lives of the men were saved, and they. 


were taken back to jail. The grand jury subse- 

quently found indictments against John C. Mont- 

comery, Lee A. Pettis, and Emanuel Clementi, and 

the case was taken on a change of venue to Mont- 

gomery County. |

after 6 o'clock this morning the steamers City 

of Alton and Colorado, lying in winter quar- 
ters near the workhouse in South St. Louis, 
caught fire and were burned to the water's 
edge. The origin of the fire is unknown. With 
the exception of a fire in the barbber-shop of 
the Colorado for the comfort of the watchmen 
there has been no fire on board either of the 
boats for the last two months. Fred Baker, tho 
day watchman, and Charles Johnson, night 
watchman, were at work all night pumping wa- 
ter out of the Colorado; as she had been leaking 
badly. The Colorado was built at Madison in 
1861 for the Anchor Line Company, but was 
afterward partially rebuilt and sold to the Col- 
orado Transportation Company, whose property 
she was when burned.

4 RIVER STEAMER WRECKED. 


Panic 


Four Men Lost During a Terrible 
Among Those on Board the 
Boat. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 2.— [Special. I—At 12 
o'clock last night the steamer Bunton, with a 
tow of three coal-boats, pasSed the city, intend- 
ing to lay up for the rest of the night at Man- 
chester. The night was dark and the river full 
of floating ice. Under these circumstances it 
was thought best to seek a safer harbor at the 
foot of Brunot Island. When this point was 
reached the current was growing more rapid. 
The ice gathered threateningly around the 


boat, and the crew became alarmed for their | nt 


safety, and it was again decided to push on 
down the river. When the boat was 
swung into the channel the rushing ice and 
water carried her about at will. To avoid dis- 
aster the boat w rapidly steamed down the 
channel and all tromble was avoided until Davis 
Island was reached. Here a mistake in the 
signal light misled the Captain, and the boat 
collided with the third pier of the dam. After 
striking the pier the boat swung around 
and sunk on a bar at the head of the 
island. She took fire and the crew bo- 
came panic-stricken, and 
save their lives plunged about in 
mad ‘confusion. Some deliberately threw 
themselves into the rushing waters, while 
others managed to get aboard the John T. 
Case, which was on hand to render all possible 
and a num- 
ber of those who.were battling for life were 
saved. Of the Bunton’s crew, twenty in num- 
ber, all were rescued but four. Two of these— 
Wilber F. Underwood, a pilot, and Alois Bev- 
ington, a deck-band—are known to have been 
drowned. Frank Young, a deck-hand, and 


Gust Allenhauf, second cook, are miss- 
ing, and it is not known, wheth- 
er they were drowned or perished | 


in the flames. The boat is still burning, and it 
is impossible to reach the wreck. The Bunton 
was owned by Joseph Walton & Co. The loss 
is estimated at $20,000. Capt. Baird, of the 
Bunton, says the accident was caused by the 
Government employés at Davis Island neglect- 
ing to display the usual number of signals. 
Joseph Walton will probably bring action 
against the Government for damages. The 
bodies of those who perished rr 
been recovered.

He is believed to be “identified with Jabionski, 
the Nihilist.

Lieut.-Col. Sudeikin was a leading member of

. Jablonski 25 formerly a member of the 
Terrorist party. but became apparently a con- 
vert to e err principles, and has de- 
nouhiced to the authorities twenty-seven Nihi- 
lists.

William Osborn, Another Chicago 
Pioneer, Closes a Well-Spent Life. 
Mr. William Osborn, one of the pioneers of 

Chicago, died yesterday morning at his home, 

No. 429 Carroll avenue. Several weeks ago 

while attending a funeral he contracted a se- 

vere cold, which developed into pneumonia. 

The deceased was 72 years of age, and came to 

Chicago in 1837. Shortly after that time the 

firm of Osborn & Cobb was formed, deulimg in 

hides and leather, the senior member being the 

deceased, and the junior partner 8.

Mr. Ralph Trimntingham said 
he bad known Mr. Osborn for twenty-seven 
years. He was always kind, cheerful, patient, 
and loving. le had watehed over the Third 
Presbyterian Church as over ope of his own 
family, and in the dark days after the panic of 
1856-57 he bad been the first of four men to 
assume the indebtedness, amounting to $40,- 
000, contracted by building a new chitirch at 
the corner of Carpenter and Washington streets. 
In 1871, the same day the fire had swept awa 
nearly al! his earthly possessions, his wife died. 
This and subsequent reverses had changed him, 
but had never caused bis faith to 
waver. Mr. Thomas Goodwin. also 
made remarks testifying to Mr. Osborn’s many 
virtues as he had learned to know them in an 
acquaintance of sixteen years. Dr. Kittredge 
said a peculiar feature was that Mr. Osborn 
was un bonest man, and not even the shadow of 
a cloud had ever rested on his integrity, though 
once ong of the richest men in the city. Dr. 
Kittredge also spoke of the death of Mrs. Os- 
born in 1871. e was with the husband and 
children as they gathered ground the dying 
wife and mother. Foyt few moments came 
news of the spread’of the flames, until it was 
reported that their course bad turned westward 
and the West Side seemed doomed.

Detroit Tribune: The Chicago Inter-Ocean of 
Saturday has what it calls u list of the eligi- 
ble bachelors of Chicago, for reference by the 
ladies during the fast approaching leap-year.“ 
With the names of several hundred gentlemen 
it gives what purports to be “a description of 
their personal appearance, their business and 
family connections, their socta! relations, hab- 
its of life, incomes, prospects, and other in- 
formation of value and interest."’ 
There are probably sdme weak-mind 

youngsters who will be tickled to see their 
names in a newspaper list of this sort, but to 
the great body of ‘eligible bachelors —assum- 
ing that they have average good sense—the 


whole performance canugggail to be unspeaka- 
bly offensive. They forthemselves 
with their wrongs, however, which to us merely 
furnish an illustration of one of the vicious 
tendencies of modern American journalism. 

This is by no means the frst time that men’s 
% personal appearance,” ‘business and family 
connections.“ relations,” “habits of 
life,” ** incomes,” and prospects have been 
made to do duty as items of news for the grati- 
fication.of the public; but the whole system of 
which such an exhibition as this is the out- 
growth is pernicious from the very begin- 
ning. It involves, as its essential motive, the 
exposure of what should be treated as the pri- 
vacies of life to the gaze of all the world, mere- 
ly to sell newspapers and feed a morbid curios- 
ity. i. | 

The Inter-Ocean surmises that the demand 
for papers containing the information above 
described will be unusually large — which is 
likely enough—and that very guess betrays the 
whole object of the publication. 

What has the public to do with a man’s “per- 
sonal appearance”? He may be tall or sbort, 
fat or lean, straight or ¢rooked, blue eyed or 
black, but whom does it concern outside his 
own family? Newspapers that plume them- 
selves upon their “enterprise” are fond of 
giving occasional delineations of citizens whose 
names for some reason happer to be well 
known, and we are regaled with minute infor- 
mation as to hight, breadth, gait, style of 
whiskers, and baldness of head, with a descrip. 
tive catalog of squints., facial expressions, warta, 
scars, and other marks. that might serve to 
identify an escaped convict. Moré than that, 
we are told all about the victim's more ephem- 
eral characteristics in thé way of dress.

marks of still another which grazed the acalp. 
Mrs. White had builet-holes in her right arm

There is 
a feeling which can hardly be analyzed—but it 
isa very strong one, nevertheless that leads 
every man of fine instincts to avoid giving pub- 
licity to his purely private and persona! affairs. 
One who worthily passes for a gentleman is al- 
ways reticent about himself, and can never fail 
to be shocked when his own enterprises, with 
which the public have no more to do than they 
have with naming his children, are paraded be- 
fore his eyes in some newspaper on every 
street. 

A few years ago the Chicago Times employed 
a young man to construct a series of articles. 
for its Sunday issues called ** Walks Among the 
Churches. The plan was to take a church a 
week. write up a description of the minister, 
with ali the idie talk tat could be gathered in 
relation to his personal history and private 


then branch out among the members, invent- 
ing whatever was necessary to flavor with 
scandal a dish of the most disagreeable and {tn- 
pertinent gossip about all the best-known fam: 
jlies of the congregation. There being a good 
many churches in that city, the leading mem- 
bers of some of them which had not vet been 
visited by the walking terror began to consider 
the propriety of withdrawing from the connec-
